STOCK-YARDS LEGISLATION, 


Bills That Are Likely to Receive the At- 
tention of the Senate This Week. 

Sramnerretp, III., March 22.—There isa 
strong probability that something will be 
done this week in the Senate with the bills 
providing for the regulation of Stock-Yards 
charges. Senator Hunt, Chairman of the 
Spnate Committee of Agriculture and Live 
Stock, to which the bills have been referred, 
said in a conversation today: 

“There are three bills in my committee 
providing for Stock-Yards regulation, One 
of N introduced 1 the l two years 
ago by Representative Jones of Sangamon, 
was introduced in the Senate this year by Mr. 
Caldwell, It provides for a charge for yardage 
of not more t 15 cents per head for horses 
and eattle and 5 cents per for hogs and 
sheep, and not more than 75 
tional to the current market wholesale price 
for hay or corn fed to the stock. For viola- 
tion of the isions of the bill a fine of from 
“$100 to ob may be imposed, The Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners are made In- 
spectors of the stock-yards, and all actions 
brought for violation of the bill are to be 
brought by them through the Attorney-Gen- 
eral. The bill provides one-half the fines 
collected shall be paid into the State Treas- 
ury, the other half to go to 
sons making the complaint. 
torney of any county is, however, prohibited 
from commencing and conducting prosecu- 
tions for violation of the act. 


$50 to $200. Another material difference be- 
tween this bill and that of Senator Caldwell 
is that this bill contains no provision what- 
ever for inspection by the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners.

A CHANGE COMING IN CANADA, 


4 Conservative M. P. Considers Annexa- 
tion Inevitable—Views of Leaders. 
Montreal Herald: Below we publish the re- 
port of an interview with Dr. Weldon, M. P. 
for Albert County, N. B., on the political situ- 
ation. Coming from so prominent a Con- 
servative it can hardly fail to prove something 
of a bombshell in the Conservative camp. The 
recent election, he admits, resulted in serious 
loss of prestige by the Government, and in 
showing very clearly that the people are pro- 
foundly dissatisfied with the trade situation 
and with the workings of the National policy. 
He sees very little chance of Sir John Mac- 
donald getting a reciprocity treaty with the 
United States on the lines he proposes, and 
urges that efforts should be made to secure 
better trade relations with Great Britain.

It 
has a habitual abiding place upon islands 
owned by this country, and where it may be 
said to belong, leaving them temporarily m 
pursuit of food, 

“The freedom of the sea, behind which 

these poachers try to intrench themselves, is, 
according to Mr. Phelps, largely a figure of 
speech. It is not free for any purpose what- 
ever injurious, to the rights, the property, or 
the honor of a nation able to defend itself. 
Then he shows, by instances drawn from his- 
tory, how England has never allowed any ab- 
stract theories about the freedom of the seas 
to be used to justify injuries on her interests 
or her property. 
He states from his personal knowledge that 
at the outset England was willing to enter into 
a convention to establish a close season for 
seal. It did not then assert that the Canadians 
had any right to destroy a great industry 
which was of value to Great Britain as well as 
the United States. But Canada made à pro- 
test, the English Government tried in vain to 
overcome the objections of the seal poachers, 
who were intent on present gains, and finally 
yielded, so the convention feil through. 

While Great Britain has never yet asserted 
the right of the Canadians to do what they 
have been doing, and while if the seal-mur- 
dering had been carried on by Englishmen it 
would have been stopped, yet the English 


Government, not wishing to have any trouble 


with a colony, refuses to accede to the just de- 
mands of the United States. It is afraid that 
if it were to run counter to the wishes of Can- 
adians or Australicas they would throw 
off the light yoke of allegiance or make as 
great row as the little colony of Newfound- 
land has been doing. r 

Then Mr. Phelps points out with great force 
how this policy which England is pursuing is 
fortified and reinforced by the course of a cer- 
tain class of American papers. With rare ex- 
ceptions the foreign policy of the English 
Government, whether Tories or Conservatives 
are in power, meets with at least the passive 
support of the opposition.

The singular thing about the attack is that 
it seems to have come upon us without any 
cause or reason whatever. The atmosphere is 
purer than in many former years at this sea- 
son, owing to a partial banishment of the 
smoke nuisance, while it is not in the stagnant 
condition which, in the long-continued ab- 
sence of wind and storm, favors the spread of 
disease. Our water supply is not impure, 
there having been no disturbance sufficient to 
carry the sewage of the city as far out as the 
crib, and the products of neither animal nor 
vegetable decomposition can be traced in the 
air in unusual quantity. Hence the origin is 
as mysterious as was that of the epizodtic 
which wrought so much havoc among the 
horses about nineteen years ago. 

So far as reported the bacteria investigators 
have not yet attacked the disease with the 
grappling irons they use in their researches 
into the causes of consumption and some other 
maladies. It would not be strange if, when 
they get to it, they discover that the deadly 
microbe in some one of its numerous forms is 
at the bottom of the trouble and that a certain 
hitherto undescribed kind of that parasite 
swarms in the secretions in the upper air pas- 
sages of those who suffer from the grip. 
The invasion can hardly be accounted for 
in any other way, and it will not be much 
satisfaction to the patients of today that 
after they have succumbed to its rav- 
ages the character of the visitation is 
discovered. It may, however, be per- 
mitted to suggest another as at least 
a possible cause—namely : the mildness of the 
winter season through which we have just 
passed. It will be remembered that the be- 
ginning of last year was marked by a similar 
visitation, and it came after a protracted 
period of autumn-like weather, not unlike that 
of the last few months. To say that the cold 
of a normal winter is necessary to the killing 
out of noxious germs both of animal and 
plant life in the air and soil is but to tell what 
many believe, yet in the present instance the 
theory is hampered by the fact that the grip 
does not appear to be indigenous to climates 
like that of Florida and New Orleans, where 
the temperature of the normal winter does not 
differ greatly from that of the two last sea- 
sons in which, according to the rule, we ought 
to have experienced below-zero weather in 
this latitude. — 

It has passed into a proverb that a green 
Christmas makes a fat graveyard,” but the 
rule does not hold good here as in the foggy 
English climate where the story originated. 
It may have been approximately true for the 
marshy districts in which so many former in- 
habitants of the United States dragged out a 
weary existence between and through the 
shakes that marked the paroxysms of their 
“chills and fever, but it can only be traced 
faintiy if at all under modern conditions. 
Hence the theory that a certain kind of 
bacteria are at work upon the grip sufferers 
is not necessarily at fault, but it would be 
pleasant if we could flatter ourselves with the 
hope that a few years hence it will be as much 
a thing of the past as the old-fashioned “ fever 
n' agur” is in most parts of the United 
States today. .

MENT OF INTRINSIC VALUE. 

Sockless Simpson, Peffer, Kyle, and other 
apostles of what they are pleased to call 
“financial reform” as understood by the 
Southern wing of the Farmers’ Alliance 
propose to “eliminate from money the ele- 
ment of intrinsic value.” They seem to have 
an idea that anything which may bear the 
Government stamp, whether it be a piece of 
leather or a piece of paper, can be made to cir- 
culate as worth the sum stated on its face. 
But worth in what? If in gold or silver this 
has many a time been proved utterly impossi- 
ble, the proof being furnished by appeal to 
the stern logic of experience. It is difficult to 
conceive more stringent measures than 
were adopted by the French convention of 
ninety-eight years ago, which decreed six years’ 
imprisonment to any person who should 
sell assignats at less than their nominal 
(face) value, or make any difference in price 
whether payment was made in paper or 
specie. These “ assignats’’ were notes, bills, or 
bonds issued by the Government as legal- 
tender currency in lieu of specie, and were 
based on the security of many millions of 
acres of fertile, valuable land confiscated from 
the royalist rebel nobles and convents and 
monkeries of the church. But in spite of all 
this security and penalty the paper assignat 
franc soon fell to only one-sixth of the silver 
face value, and then the penalty for this 
discrimination was greatly increased, 
while death was decreed to al] who should keep 
back from public sale articles of prime neces- 
sity. The consequence was a widespread 
stagnation of business and refusal to sell 
or accept the assignats. Artisans refused 
to work if paid them, and shopkeepers refused 
to sell their goods for these forced notes which 
in 1795 had fallen to one-thousandth part of 
their nominal value. 

The assignats then in existence, amounting 
to 3,800 millions of dollars, would only buy as 
much bread or clothing as could be obtained 
for $3,800,000 in specie. Then it was decreed 
at a single stroke by a legislative enactment 
that any one might make bargains in what- 
ever currency he pleased. 

This was perhaps the most gigantic failure, 
but far from being the Only one, following an 
effort to ignore the fundamental truth that 


money, in order to be universally recognized | 


as such, must have an intrinsic value. The 
metal in the coin must be worth so much dn 
labor or commodities on the open market, 
and the Government stamp placed upon 
it is simply @ certificate of weight and 
fineness. And the value of the met- 
al, like that of all other things that 
are produced by human labor, is measured 
by the amount of toil and skill réquiréd to 
produce it. Twenty-five grains of gold, take 
all the mines in the world together, cost about 
one day’s labor. That statement is as approxi- 
mately true for a hundred years ago as for to 
day. But in the course of twenty-five or thirty 
years a great change has come over the value 
of silver as measured by the labor cost of pro- 
ducing it. The discovery of immense 
stores of silver ore and the inventions of 
the air-drill, stronger explosives, better pumps 
for draining the mines, and chemical proc- 
esses of reduction and separation have vastly 
lessened the cost of obtaining it, reducing it 
by not far from one-half. The 375 grains of 
standard silver which required the labor of 
one day to produce them fifty years ago 
are now evolved by fiveeighths of the 
labor of a shorter day, so that 550 
grains cost and will pay for about 
the same that 375 grains cost and would buy in 
the shape of human labor then, as measured 
in equal weights of gold, which metal has itself 
become much cheaper because of the gold dis- 
coveries in California, Australia, and Africa 
within the last fifty years. But the change in 
the cost of mining gold has been so slight and 
so gradual that commerce, manufactures, and 
agriculture have easily kept pace with it, as 
it involved no wide revulsion in actual 
values. But the silver has changed so much, 
and especially within,the last twenty years, 
that no one ig willing to buy it as bullion on 
the basis of valuation which existed prior to 
that time. Its bullidti value is now less than 
one-twentieth that of an equal weight of gold 
instead of the fifteen to one ratio which held 
good all through the eighteenth century. 

Of course an unlimited coinage of silver 
after driving away gold money would never 
result in the depreciation of the silver dollar. 
to such comparative worthlessness as was at- 
tained by the French assignats before they 
were swept outof existence. But the differ- 
ence is one of degree only, not of kind. The 
silver dollar would sink dn purchasing and 
therefore in circulating value till it reached 
the level determined by the cost of producing 
it, whatever it might be, and it is an idle 
dream to think that any other result could be 
accomplished by legislation. 


Ir is remarked that by the recent refusal of 
the Treasury to sell gold bars for shipment 
abroad this country is very properly placed 
upon the same footing as the principal na- 
tions of Europe in the matter of settling trade 
balances. In the past the Treasury Depart- 
ment has acted on the plan of surrendermg 
its fine gold bars to exporters on the same 
basis as it would pay out coin. This placed 
the country at a disadvantage by enabling 
bankers to export large amounts in gold 
bullion at a slight difference in the rate of ex- 
change, which was not large enough to permit 
the shipment of gold coin. It w said this

THE FIRST POTATO IN EUROPE, 


Planted at Vienna and Not, as Often Sap- 


posed, in Cork, 

Youths’ Companion: The planting of a po- 
tato by Clausius, in 1588, in the Botanical 
Gardens at Vienna, is named as the introduc- 
tion of the potato in Europe. But there is 
good reason to believe that it was introduced 
into England and Spain afew years earlier, 
and from Spain into Italy and Belgium. It 
has been said, too, that Christopher Columbus 
was the first European who ever tasted a po- 
tato. What hetasted at Cuba, in 1492, and 
brought home to Genoa, was the sweet potato. 

The potato is a native of Chile. It had been 
brought from South America by ry 
iards when Sir Walter Raleigh found it in Vir- 
ginia and took specimens of it to England.

a rarity in England. A committee of the

Before this a prejudice had existed against 
it, as bemg poisonous and unwholesome,

it had even been eaten raw. In 1738 the first 
field of potatoes was planted in the Lowlands 
of Scotland.

The potato di which has been the cause 
of famines in Ireland, is a species of 
which first attacks and discolors the ks, 
then spreads to the tubers, increasing the 
quantity of water in them, reducing the quan- 
tity of starch, and so altering the other sub- 
stances as to render the potato unfit for food.
